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Need to change Public Order Act 


THE decision to apply a blanket ban on all demonstrations in order to prevent the 
National Front marching in West Bromwich and five other venues in the West Midlands 
on August 17th raises once again the need to change the 1936 Public Order Act. 

What is quite clear is that demonstrations by the NF in the future will continue 
to evoke strong reaction as they have done in the past, because they are a racist 
organisation. The same opposition would apply to any other similar political movement 
that sought to fan the flames of racialism. Many other organisations demonstrate 
throughout the year without creating any of the reactions or feelings engendered by 
the NF. But existing legislation makes it impossible to differentiate A fact highlighted 
by the Chief Constable’s refusal to allow a parade in West Bromwich the following 
week by veterans of the Burma Star Association. Ex-servicemen who fought in the far 
east in the last war were thus faced with the indignity of being lumped in a blanket 
ban with a neo-Nazi organisation. 

In many quarters there is still more concern with the need to ensure freedom for 
racists to parade and spread their hatred than for the freedom of black people to lead 
their lives without racist harassment and its consequences. 

As to the events themselves, Martin Webster’s much publicised attempt to “walk” 
through West Bromwich carrying a flag, accompanied by two members of the Young 
National Front, didn’t work out according to plan. The West Midlands police were not 
as accommodating as those in the Hyde area when they provided an escort of 3,000 
for his solo walk in 1977. On this occasion it turned out to be more akin to a second 
rate western when he was told by senior police officers to get out of the area. He did 
so, and was conspicuous by his absence at the subsequent march which 300 of his 
followers managed to hold in Nuneaton. 


Klan trials 


We draw attention to the report of the trials involving members of the Ku Klux Klan 
in the regular feature ‘International Round-up’. It enables one to understand the 
intense feelings in some of the black ghettoes in the United States that have led to 
riots. Recent trials involving racially motivated killings have led to some very light 
sentences that have to be seen alongside those handed down to blacks in a number of 
cases. There are at the moment several campaigns taking place in the USA where it is 
felt that blacks have been sentenced to death or extremely long terms of imprisonment 
on dubious evidence. 


Bologna 


The horrific bombing in Bologna has once more highlighted the activities of fascist 
terror gangs. Their callousness and contempt for humanity can best be judged by their 
comments justifying such activity (see pages 10, 11 and 12). What is of particular 
concern is the links between the League of St. George and several such organisations 
in various countries, which only emphasises the warning we gave in our last issue.

US Elections — 


IN THE REPUBLICAN CAMP 


THE coronation of Ronald Reagan as the Republican Candidate for the American presidential election has been 
acknowledged as a symbol of a considerable move to the Right in United States politics. However, what has been 
less noticed is the way in which Reagan has succeeded in uniting the various strands of American Conservatism 
behind his banner. Backing his campaign are former members of the Nixon administration and supporters of the 
“neo-Conservative” tendency of ex-liberal, university intellectuals, alongside the traditional populist Right, 
whose ranks have been recently swelled by an alliance with fundamentalist religious groups opposed to abortion, 


homosexuality and “permissiveness’’. 


In a three-part investigation, David Edgar analyses the groups, tendencies and individuals that are backing the 
most reactionary presidential hopeful since Barry Goldwater. 


Part One: the neo-Conservatives 


On April 17 this year, Ronald Reagan 
issued a statement announcing the 
formation of a ‘Policy Council’ for his 
campaign. This Council contained one 
former Secretary of State, a former under- 
Secretary of State, a former Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, a former 
Secretary of Defence, a former under- 
Secretary for the Treasury and two former 
actual Treasury Secretaries (equivalent to 
our Chancellor of the Exchequer). One of 
the last named was named as Chairman of 
the Policy Council, and is a man called 
William E. Simon. 

Mr Simon, like the vast majority of the 
other ex-Cabinet members in the Reagan 
team, served his term under Richard 
Nixon. Like many former Nixon aides, 
Mr Simon has written a popular, best- 
selling book, though in his case it is not 
about Watergate, but is a clarion call for 
the restoration of individual freedom, at 
least on the economic front. And the 
centrality of Mr Simon’s message to the 
New Conservatism is demonstrated by the 
fact that its two greatest gurus have 
contributed introductions: the preface to 
A Time for Truth is written by Milton 
Friedman and its foreword was penned 
by F.A. Hayek. 

The support of Mr Simon and his keen 
financial brain will not, sadly, ameliorate 
the Reagan campaign’s reputation for 
sloppy research and inaccurate statistics. 
In a passage castigating the state of the 
British economy under the (then) Labour 
Government, Mr Simon _ states. that 
Britons earning over £20,000 a year “‘lose 
an average of 83 per cent of their income 
to the government”’ (in fact, that tax rate 
only operated on earnings over £20,000, 
so could not be an average), and that 
“profits” are taxed at a rate of 98 per 
cent (Simon is in fact referring to the 
very highest rate of marginal taxation on 
unearned personal income; profits were 
and are taxed at a rate of 52 per cent). 
Finally, Mr Simon makes the point that 
“political freedom, along with economic 
freedom, is being chipped away”’, citing 
the fact that “as in Sweden, the British 
state may now enter people’s homes 
without warning to search for violations 
of the tax codes”. What he omits to 


mention is that the right of VAT officials 
to enter private homes was introduced by 
a Conservative administration of which 
Mrs Thatcher and Sir Keith Joseph were, 
of course, members. 

(In parenthesis, it is worth mentioning 
that Mr Reagan himself has been known 
to use wildly inaccurate British statistics 
to support his neanderthal opinions. In 
his 1976 campaign book Call to Action 
he claimed that in England “the only 
woman allowed to give birth in a hospital 
with a doctor in attendance are those 
having a first child . . . All others must 
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give birth at home with only a midwife in 
attendance’”’, In fact, as every mother 
knows, the problem with the NHS is 
getting them to allow you to have a 
second or subsequent baby at home. 
Further, Reagan stated that the NHS in 
England had “built only three hospitals 
since 1948”. The true figure is 60.) 

The real significance of Mr Simon’s 
book is not its farcical inaccuracies, nor 
the fact that he has wheeled out Friedman 
and Hayek to endorse him, The most 
interesting thing about the book, and 
indeed about Reagan’s Policy Council,

is the prominent position in both of 
the editor of a small quarterly journal 
published in New York. The person in 
question is also Professor of Social 
Thought at New York’s Graduate School 
of Business, a Senior Fellow of the 
American Enterprise Institute (the leading 
American Conservative economic think- 
tank, equivalent to our own Aims of 
Industry), and a regular columnist for the 
Wall Street Journal. His name is Irving 
Kristol. 

The presence of Irving Kristol on 
Ronald Reagan’s Policy Council is sig- 
nificant not just because Kristol is a 
Northeastern, New York, Jewish intellec- 
tual par excellence (the very type that 
should, according to conventional 
American political orthodoxy, despise 
and be despised by Western Conservatives 
like Ronald Reagan), It is that Kristol is 
the chief theologian of a theoretical 
movement that has been dubbed ‘“‘neo- 
Conservatism”? and was described by the 
New York magazine Esquire as ‘“‘the most 
powerful new political force in America”’ 
(February 13, 1979). 

The neo-Conservatives are, indeed, a 
million miles from the rough-and-tumble 
of right-wing, Southern California politics. 
Their leading lights — Kristol himself, 
Nathan Glazer, Daniel Bell, Samuel P. 
Huntington, Norman Podhortez, Robert 
Nisbet — are academics at prestigious 
Eastern Universities. Most of them were 
Marxists in the 1930s, Cold War Liberals 
in the 1950s, Johnsonian Democrats 
in the 1960s, and, post-1968, have 
increasingly moved into the Conservative 
camp. 

Kristol has moved further and faster 
than most. He is, obviously, now a 
Republican, whereas most neo-Conser- 
vatives still retain a commitment to the 
Democrats (and, indeed, their most 
prominent political spokesman is the 
Democratic Senator Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan). His conversion from 1930s 
socialism to militant anti-communism 
had occurred, at least, by 1952, when in 
a famous and controversial article on 
McCarthyism he wrote: “There is one 
thing that the American people know 
about Senator McCarthy; he, like them, is 
unequivocably anti-communist. About 
the spokesmen for American liberalism, 
they feel they know no such thing’. 
(Commentary, March 1952.) Shortly 
after making that remark, he became 
joint editor of Encounter magazine in 
London, at a time when it was being 
financed as an organ for Cold War propa- 
ganda by the CIA (though he has always 
denied knowledge of the CIA’s involve- 
ment). Returning to America, he became 
involved in a number of New York 
periodicals, starting his own (The Public 
Interest) in 1965. Then, he was co-editor 
with Daniel Bell of Harvard University, 
now with Nathan Glazer (also of Harvard). 

The essence of the neo-Conservative 
outlook is intellectual (as opposed to 
instinctive) support for corporate capital- 
ism, a support which is given considerable 
credibility by the fact that it is promoted 
by converts to Conservatism. Further, 
neo-Conservatism also provides an expla- 
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nation for the widespread suspicion in 


which corporate capitalism has been held 


in the West over the last 20 years. Irving 
Kristol and his friends have developed the 
concept of a ‘‘new class” of government 
employees, teachers, journalists, intellec- 
tuals and lawyers who are hostile to free 
enterprise, who “believe — as the Left 
has always believed — it is government’s 
responsibility to cure all the ills of the 
human condition” (Kristol, Two Cheers 
for Capitalism) and who “are engaged 
in a class struggle with the business 
community for status and power’’ (ibid). 
One can see how attractive this concept 
is to corporate capitalism, and why the 
Wall Street Journal took on Kristol as a 
regular columnist. One can also see why 
Mobil Oil took up the concept as a basis 
for a series of aggressive, self-justifying 
advertisements.

The opposition of the neo-Conser- 
vatives to the ‘“‘New Class’”’ is not just 
economic; indeed, it is primarily cultural. 
The key turning-point for most of the 
leading neo-Conservative thinkers was 
1968, and the development of the counter- 
culture of opposition not just to American 
capitalism, but the American way of life. 
As journalist Elizabeth Drew wrote 
(New Yorker, May 31, 1976) the neo- 
Conservatives ‘‘are on common ground 
against what they see-as the spoiled 
children and their indulgent’ elders 
of the late 60s and early 70s’’. In the 
Autumn, 1975 edition of The Public 
Interest, leading neo-Conservative Samuel 
P. Huntington wrote of the late 1960s 
that ‘“‘people no longer felt the same 
obligation to obey those whom they had 
previously considered superior to them- 
selves in age, rank and status, expertise, 
character, or talents’. 

Flowing from this opposition to the 
anti-authoritarianism of the 60s (par- 
ticularly the student attacks on the idea 
of the “‘liberal’’ university), most of the 
specific policy pronouncements of the 
neo-Conservatives can be seen as part of a 
backlash against the social and political 
gains of the 1960s: against feminism, the 


permissive society, anti-imperialism, the 
environmental movement, the developing 
Welfare state, and the movement for 
racial equality. And all these movements 
are seen, by the neo-Conservatives, as 
movements of the ‘‘New Class’’. 

First, the neo-Conservatives support 
“bourgeois traditions’ both against 
sexual liberation and feminism. Kristol 
himself asked (in his book The Democratic 
Idea in America) “chow can a bourgeois 
society survive in a cultural ambiance that 
derides every traditional bourgeois virtue 
and celebrates promiscuity, homosexual- 
ity, drugs’. In the same book, he has an 
essay about pornography, in which he 
stated that “if you care for the quality of 
life in our American democracy, then you 
have to be for censorship’. Another 
prominent neo-Conservative, Norman 
Podhoretz (editor of Commentary maga- 


zine) wrote a long article in Harper’s 
magazine (October 1977) arguing that 
pacificism in England between the wars, 
and in America in the 1960s, was to be 
accounted for by the influence of gays 
in public life (with their ‘‘generalised 
contempt for middle-class or indeed any 
kind of heterosexual adult life... Any- 
one familiar with homosexual apologetics 
in America today will recognise these 
attitudes’). And another neo-Conser- 
vative, Midge Decter (who is married to 
Mr Podhoretz) extended this attack on 
free sexuality into an attack on the 
feminist movement in her book The New 
Chastity and Other Arguments Against 
Women’s Liberation. 

Second, the neo-Conservatives wish to 
reassert an aggressive role for America 
abroad. They were divided over Vietnam 
(though those who opposed the war see it 
as no more than a “‘mistake’’). Now, they 
are aggressive in their defence of a power- 
ful America against not only the Com- 
munist bloc but the Third World (Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan made attacks on the 
Third World the distinguishing feature of 
his period as American Ambassador to 
the United Nations). As Peter Steinfels 
writes (in his book The Neoconservatives), 


“‘the neo-Conservative vision of the strong 
society is one resembling the United 
States in the Cold War era’’. Predictably, 
this commitment to a militant America 
overseas has led to a reassessment of the 
war-related domestic policy of Richard 
Nixon: an article in Podhoretz’s Com- 
mentary (August 1979) stated that there 
were “elements of McCarthyism” in the 
campaign against the Watergate con- 
spirators, and that it is now necessary to 
“counter the still widespread assumption 
that the Nixon administration came 
close to undermining the American 
constitutional system”’. 

Third, the neo-Conservatives have 
sought to undermine the Environmental 
Movement. “Neocons can do without 
Friends of the Earth’, stated Esquire 
(ibid). Less pithily, Norman Podhoretz 
wrote in his recent book Breaking Ranks: 
““As nothing had been more central to 
the old liberalism of the Democrats — the 
liberalism of Kennedy and Johnson — 
than a belief in growth as the key to 
general prosperity and as the only way to 
lift the poor out of poverty without 
dispossessing the prosperous, so nothing 
had been more important to the new 
radicalism than its hostility to growth as 
the means by which a hated system was 
kept alive. Within the Movement this 
hostility had been directed not primarily 
at the idea of growth as such but against 
the technological advances through which 
it was achieved, and sometimes even 
against industrialism itself. But an attitude 
so close to Luddism being much too 
extreme to ‘work within the system’, a 
translation into more respectable terms 
was needed; and it soon appeared in 
the form of a new concern over the 
‘environment’.’’ From this position easily 
flows the neo-Conservative hostility to 
“‘Naderism’”’ and to the “‘over-regulation”’ 
of business, a movement which, laid at 
the door of the ‘‘New Class’’, could be 
seen as being a way of attacking business, 
rather than protecting workers from 
injury or disease, and consumers from 
shoddy or dangerous products. 
consumers from shoddy or dangerous 
products. 

Fourth, the neo-Conservatives have 
provided a comprehensive attack on the 
welfare state as developed by President 
Johnson in his Great Society programme. 
Part of this attack is a simple attack on 
public spending as such: Kristol defines 
“idealist”? as “someone who, in a spirit of 
compassion, gives away other people’s 
money”’ (quoted by Steinfels). Partly it is 
moral: Kristol, in The Democratic Idea in 
America, criticises “the Revolution of 
Rising Expectations’ as meaning that 
“to see something on television is to feel 
entitled to it”. And partly it is political; 
Kristol defined his position of defending 
middle-class welfare against programmes 
specifically designed for the poor in 
Esquire: ‘“‘Neoconservatism has no prob- 
lem with social security or with Medicare 
or with unemployment insurance. If 
society chooses to purchase these services 
collectively, that’s fine. It is probably 
necessary in an industrial society. These 
problems are universal, so they don’t 


set one class against another. Everybody 
collects social security after a certain age. 
So there is no cause for resentment as 
there was in the case of a number of 
Great Society programs that pitted 
the poor against everybody else and 
inevitably inflamed a feeling of envy 
in the poor and resentment in the non- 
poor, who were being taxed to support 
these programs. General social welfare 
programs are alright, and we can afford 
them aslong as we have economic growth. 
So you could say we favour the Con- 
servative Welfare State which is some- 
thing new’’. Finally, there is in the neo- 
Conservative attack on the Great Society 
a sense of certain problems being in- 
tractable and that to spend public money 
is to throw good money after bad. 

The fifth ‘‘counter-revolution”’ in neo- 
Conservative thinking is intimately con- 
nected with the fourth. In America, “‘the 
poor” is almost always a euphemism for 
black. The neo-Conservatives have written 
extensively about race, and none more so 
than Kristol’s co-editor Nathan Glazer. 
As early as 1968, Glazer was attacking 
the idea of affirmative action as containing 
“critical dangers”. He wrote that “they 
are the implicit demand for quotas of 
students and faculties, the sometimes 
voiced demands for separate living 
quarters and separate and _ exclusive 
courses for black students, and involved 
in both is a potential attack on the 
ability of the university to maintain 
standards” (Public Interest, Autumn 


1968). In the same magazine, in the 
Autumn of 1975, he wrote of the 1954 
Supreme Court decision to desegregate

the schools in the South: “In 1954 the 
court abandoned prudence and for 15 
years firmly and unanimously insisted 
that the segregation and degradation of 
the Negro must end .. . It is now time 
for the Court to act with the prudence 
that must in a free society be the more 
regular accompaniment of its actions’. 
And in the same year, he wrote a book, 
titled Affirmative Discrimination which 
argued both against affirmative action in 
employment and housing, and also against 
school busing to integrate schools in the 
North. It is neo-Conservatives’ — and 
particularly Glazer’s — attack on the post- 
1968 Civil Rights Movement that has 
provided the intellectual legitimacy for 
the so-called Black-Jewish split in the 
United States, which came to the surface 


over the sacking of Andy Young as 
Ambassador to the United Nations last 
year, but which was much more about 
busing and job quotas on the domestic 
front than about foreign policy in the 
Middle East. And finally, the neo-Con- 
servatives have come perilously close to 
the “‘sociobiological’’ stance of inevitable, 
biological differences between the races; 
as Peter Steinfels writes: “‘In the name of 
free discussion, they are prone to defend 
those who have proposed ‘unthinkable’ 
theories, either genetic or cultural, that 
suggest nearly irremediable traits account- 
ing for people’s own disadvantageous 
state’’. 

The significance of the neo-Conser- 
vatives, then, is that, as ex-radicals and 
ex-liberals from the radical and liberal 
North-East, they have given intellectual 
and cultural legitimacy to a backlash 
against the progressive movements of the 
1960s, a backlash that has hitherto 
been associated with the rednecks and 
extremists of the South and West. The 
presence of a central neo-Conservative — 
one could say the central neo-Conservative 
— in Ronald Reagan’s campaign confirms 
the importance of their writings for his 
own credibility. 

But, even more interestingly, the neo- 
Conservative intervention in the Reagan 
campaign indicates that his managers are 
aware that the much-heralded American 
move to the Right is not merely, or even 
primarily, an economic phenomenon. The 
neo-Conservatives in general, and Kristol 
in particular, are always at great pains to 
make clear that, while being fervent 
supporters of capitalism and the free 
market, they do not see the profit 
economy as been a sufficient condition 
for the type of America they want to see. 
As Kristol writes, “‘the moral authority of 
tradition, and some public support for 
this authority, seems to be needed” 
(Two Cheers for Capitalism). And it is 
that idea — that society needs a ‘“‘moral 
glue” to hold it together — that is the basis 
for the neo-Conservative attacks on 
permissiveness, defence of the family 
— and “the domestic virtues”, and 
extollation of the idea of neighbourhood 
and community. 

The neo-Conservatives are not the only 
people to extol such virtues. There are 
much less cultured and cosmopolitan 
people who also believe that America 
needs to return to traditional values, 
though they tend to express their belief 
in such virtues in terms of a more vigorous 
opposition to black civil rights, to gun 
control, to abortion and feminism, to 
progressive education and to detente. 
For the other significant constituency in 
the campaign that Reagan hopes will 
sweep him to the White House is an 
increasingly united and powerful coalition 
of the traditional, Goldwater right 
(infiltrated, as always, by the ever- 
present, ultra-right John Birch Society), 
and the fundamentalist Protestants of the 
South.

SIR COLIN CAMPBELL, chairman of 
tea company James Finlay & Co., has 
been at the centre of a recent row over 
the wages that the company pays to its 
workers on tea plantations in Bangladesh. 

According to a University research 
group, wage rates on the plantations are 
15% below 1971 levels and child mortality 
rates are well above local averages. “In 
Bangladesh”’ said a spokesman for the 
group, ‘“‘where Finlays have _ special 
responsibilities as the largest employer, 
come descriptions of conditions horrifying 
in their estimates of malnourished children 
and workers, inadequacy of welfare 
provisions and so on’’. 

Sir Colin has strongly rejected the 
allegations, saying ‘“‘We believe in the law. 
We believe in Freedom under the law...” 
And indeed he does, to the extent even 
of doubling up, at least until 1978 as 
Freedom Association representative for 
the Tayside, Central and Fife regions of 
Scotland.

Every single 
BDP Party unit has investigated this 
claim with all their members, and your 
allegation is totally untrue as no nfémber 
of the BDP attended this event. Unless 
you can substantiate your allegation by 
naming the BDP member/s alleged to 
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have attended, please withdraw the 
allegation printing a correction and 
apology. 

Again in your July issue, you describe 
Mr Reed-Herbert as “‘leader’’ of the BDP. 
This is untrue, particularly as the BDP 
has no “leader” as you will have seen 
from our constitution or on enquiry. The 
senior officers of the BDP are called 
‘National Director’, and there are several 
National Directors holding office and 
more anticipated. Mr Reed-Herbert is 
merely one National Director among 
many. You describe the BDP as a “break- 
away” group from the National Front. 
Whilst, certainly, many of our members 
and senior officers were NF members, a 
majority of the BDP membership and 


officers have never at any time been 
members of the National Front.

BM MOVE INTO SCHOOLS 
FACT FINDER NOA 


WHEN schools reopen at the end of the 
summer break British Movement activists 
will be moving in to start a new Nazi 
propaganda sheet aimed at school kids. 

Called Fact Finder No.1 and sub- 
headed ‘“‘schools edition’’, it is an anti- 
Semitic diatribe that aims to ‘“‘prove” 
that the Nazi extermination camps were 
a hoax and that the extermination of 
6,000,000 Jews was a myth. Concen- 
tration camp photographs showing piles 
of corpses are depicted as scenes from the 
Soviet Union before the Second World 
War. 

The document seems to be a follow- 
up by British Nazis of the conference of 
Revisionist Historians in the United 
States (it carries a large advert for its 
literature) and is a further indication of 
the growing international campaign to 
rewrite the history of the Nazi era. 
Judging from the volume of pamphlets, 
books and other material being produced 
in a number of countries, the campaign is 
well-financed and co-ordinated. 

In this instance it is also intended to 
recruit schoolchildren into the openly 
Nazi BM. There is a form on the back 
page for application to become a British 
Movement supporter which states: No 
age limit but those under 12 must have 
their parents approval, and ‘‘Supporter 
membership open only to those of White 
European race’. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


NF MARCH DETAILS 
KEPT FROM COUNCILLORS 


Councillors in Warrington, where the National 
Front held a demonstration on July 5th, were 
not informed of the date until it appeared in 
the newspaper, despite previous assurance from 
local police that the council would be notified. 

Coun. Colin Froggatt said that he contacted 
the borough secretary’s department less than 
72 hours before the march — the minimum 
notice required for informing police of pro- 
cessions in the area — and was told they knew 
nothing about it. 

Another councillor said he made enquiries 
with the Warrington police and was told also 
that they had no knowledge of the march. 

Coun. Arthur Higham, chairperson of the 
Environmental Health Committee, said that 
notification of the march may have been given 
to the Chief Constable of Cheshire which 
would explain why the local police had not 
known about it sooner. The police had since 
assured the council that they would be notified 
of any future processions.

Keith Wickenden, the Conservative MP for 
Dorking, in whose constituency Powell made 
his latest ‘‘anti-immigration”’ speech has attacked 
Powell for preaching evil policies, irrelevant to 
the real world. 

He stated, “I deeply regret that Enoch 
Powell chose to make his outburst in Dorking 
because my constituency is one in which 
tolerance and understanding are regarded as 
virtues’’. 

Powell spoke at a tickets only meeting of 
Surrey Monday Club and, says Wickenden, “did 
not observe the elementary Parliamentary 
courtesy of advising me that he proposed 
making his speech’’. 

Mr David Hurley, the local Conservative 
Association Chairman, said he thought that 
very few local Conservatives had attended the 
Powell meeting. He stated, “I can say, quite 
categorically, that no one in the Dorking 
constituency has asked me to intervene with 
our Member of Parliament and ask him to 
adopt any of Mr Powell’s policies. If they did 
I am quite sure my Constituency Council 
would support me totally rejecting Mr Powell’s 
thinking on immigration policy”’. 

The audience for the meeting was largely 
composed of members of the National Front 
who had demonstrated their support for Powell 
outside the meeting hall, and Surrey Monday 
Club. Lady Jane Birdwood, a familiar face at 
such gatherings and still supporting various 
right-wing causes, was also present. 


WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


JUST imagine for a moment that you’re a 
fascist. It’s been a long, hard day, looking 
for racially impure faces on the street so 
that your blood might boil to the right 
intensity of outrage. Perhaps you have 
the misfortune to live in a quiet suburban 
or rural area and you’ve had to go to the 
trouble of inventing all those dark faces. 
Well, imagine you’ve come home, whacked 
out after hours of serious racial fantasising 
— what do you do to relax and recharge 
the batteries? : 

It’s a problem for every serious fascist, 
as we shall see. But first of all, step 
forward from the pages of Bulldog Ms 
Rosalyn -Clarkin, nineteen year old 
.Young National Front member. Ms 
Clarkin, a neat rather mousey looking 
girl to judge from her photo, tells us 
that she and her chums (“‘most of her 
friends are skinheads”, adds Bulldog) 
enjoy a nice spot of music. ‘‘My friends 
like Madness’, but racial sanity is her 
form of relaxation: “I prefer Iggy Pop 
and the Psychedelic Furs’’. 

There’s a name for every racial comrade 
to note down. Poor Iggy Pop, who’s done 
nothing to deserve this racial accolade! 
But of course Mr Pop, not to mention 
his furry friends, might not be every 
fascist’s cup of tea, or stein of lager. After 
the racial revolution and even after Mr 
Pop has, whether he likes it or not, 
received the Wagner Prize for Higher 
Racial Melodies, there might still be 
racial comrades who hanker after other 
entertainments. 

But, not to worry — this month’s 
bumper crop of fascist newspapers (we’ve 
got, besides Bulldog, Spearhead, Phoenix, 
Frontline News, Excalibur and New 
Nation) offers useful tips for the weary 
fascist, who might not share Ms Clarkin’s 
enthusiasm for Mr Pop (although to be 
fair, Bulldog goes to great pains to find 
other racially acceptable rock music, 
including the odd song or two from 
David Essex and Frank Zappa). And so 
we have the fascist guide to good, racially 
clean, fun and laughter. 

First of all, the average fascist can’t 
just come home, kick off his jackboots 
and flop down in front of the television 
screen. Martin Webster in New Nation 
explains why; the fagged-out fascist might 
for starters tune into BBC, where “the 
trend has been for long interviews to be 
granted regularly to active Marxist and 
other opponents of the NF in which they 
have been enabled to make serious — even 
outrageous — accusations against us, with 
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no challenge from interviewers’. 

What is more, the poor fascist is 
denied the treat of enjoying solo per- 
formances from the likes of Mr Webster 
on the telly: ‘“When such interviews have 
been granted to opponents of the NF, 
NF spokesmen have not been invited to 
appear either in the same programme, or 
in a subsequent programme to refute 
allegations”. Oh yes, there’s been a “‘long 
record of imbalance and unfairness against 
the NF perpetrated by the Corporation”’. 

However, the fascist is unlikely to 
cheer up merely by flicking his switch to 
the commercial channel, where the 
advertising breaks offer only a brief 
respite from the conspiracy against the 
NF. Mr Webster spells it out: ““The quite 
obvious deliberately unfair treatment of 
the NF by the BBC has, of course been 
matched by other broadcasting organi- 
sations’’. For instance Granada Television 
produced ‘‘one of the most vicious 
hatchet-jobs ever perpetrated against the 
NF”’, 

Nor is the radio much better. In fact 
you can hear things on the radio which 
just shouldn’t be said in front of children. 
Frontline News (published by the National 
Front Constitutional Movement, which 
differs from the NF solely in the fact that 
it wouldn’t care to see Mr Webster on the 
TV screen in the living-room) tuned into 
a most atrocious programme on Radio 4 
entitled Service for Schools, which 
“included a ditty with the insistent 
refrain that When the creed and the 
colour and the name don’t matter, I'll 
be there’. 

But that’s not all, a fortnight later this 
same programme had the effrontery to 
include another song (“a propaganda 
number’’, presumably not in the repertoire 
of Mr I. Pop) entitled The Ink is Black. 
As Frontline News points out: “‘No doubt 
the idea is, on the principle of catching 
them young, to prepare Britain’s children 
by brainwashing for life in the ‘multi- 
racial society’.”” No wonder Frontline 
News heads this snippet of news with the 
title ‘Child Abuse’. 


ANYWAY, all this means that your 
average fascist, not to mention his dear 
lady wife and children, need some guid- 
ance if they’re to find some good whole- 
some entertainment, fit for a fascist 
family. Frontline News again comes to 


the rescue. There’s one programme that 
can be relied upon: “Snooker makes a 
marvellous colour-TV spectacle’’. 

Well, it’s not so much the game itself, 
or the clink of the balls, or the hushed 
tones of the commentators, or even the 
neat waistcoats and bow-ties of the 
players, that delights Frontline News. 
In case the vital ingredient of televised 
snooker escaped you, let Frontline News 
explain. All differences in colours are 
confined entirely to the balls on the green 
baize: ‘‘What gives an added dimension of 
pleasure to these world snooker gatherings 
is that they are such thoroughly British 
affairs. You don’t see any negroes or 
Japs, or even Yanks and Germans’’. 
(That’s going a wee bit too far — there’s 
probably one or two readers of Frontline 
News who wouldn’t exactly object to a 
few German victors.) 

So much for racially acceptable tele- 
vision. What happens if Mr and Mrs 
Fascist, however, decide to enjoy an 
evening out at their local cinema? More 
perils await them. New Nation kindly 
offers a guide to the latest films, pointing 
out which war films are “free of the 
hated Hun message’, which have a 
“banal”? anti-war message, and which 
foster ‘“‘a Nazi guilt complex’’. 

If perchance, Mr and Mrs F (having 
left the kids at home bopping to Iggy 
Pop) decide to see Kramer vs. Kramer, 
they should take care. Its star, Dustin 
Hoffman, is a bit racially dubious and 
‘owes his meteoric rise more to his ethnic 
origin than to his naturalistic acting’. 
But luckily the leading lady is ‘‘cool and 
blonde” and, bonus upon bonus, is 
“played by the impeccably Nordic 
Meryl Streep’. Moreover, Mr and Mrs 
F can enjoy the child star of the film, 
“a delightfully comic blond and blue- 
eyed little boy who bears absolutely no 
resemblance whatever to his screen father 
and presumably inherited all his features 
from his mother’’. 

However, it’s getting harder and harder 
for Mr and Mrs F to find films which 
feature racially acceptable romances and 
Spearhead takes up the theme on behalf 
of the New National Front (yes, yes, 
which only differs from the Old NF in 
not wanting any Hollywood epics starring 
Mr Webster). The current film scene is 
dominated by a ‘“‘culture elite’ which is 
“international Zionist’: ‘In these circum- 
stances the need for a nationally insulated 
British film industry is paramount”’. 

What Spearhead looks forward to is 


the golden day when the “‘State dedicated 
to national and patriotic ideals and to the 
traditions and morality of the West” 
should finance its own films in order to 
“stimulate and nurture those national 
qualities that make for strength rather 
than weakness; patriotism rather than 
internationalism; manliness rather than 
effeminacy; courage rather than coward- 
ice; order rather than disorder; industry 
rather than indolence; morality rather 
than immorality”. Perhaps they can 
force Iggy Pop to do a patriotic musical 
about the life of an impeccably Nordic 
snooker champion — a treat for all 
generations of fascists. 


UNABLE to trust the mass media, fun- 
loving fascists are forced to make up their 
own entertainments and this month’s 
newspapers oblige with a couple of 
competitions for all the family. 

Firstly Bulldog is running a special 
competition to discover who killed Blair 
Peach, in order to award the killer a £10 
prize. However, Phoenix, published by the 
openly Nazi British Movement, wouldn’t 
predict that the competition will turn out 
to be a major success, for they advance 
the curious thesis that Peach’s “violent 
end” was “‘self-inflicted”’. 

Not to spoil the fun, Phoenix offers a 
competition of its own, together with 
‘an appeal to have Blair Peach stuffed 
and placed in a mausoleum”. The com- 
petition, launched in conjunction with 
racial comrades from the United States, 
focusses on a growing obsession of all 
varieties of National Front and other 
fascist groups — rewriting history to show 
what a peaceful, music-loving bunch of 
charmers the German Nazis really were. 

Lots of Phoenix’s American chums 
(and some of them are very ‘“‘distin- 
guished” indeed) have decided that 
“the ‘Holocaust’ never happened” and 
so they are offering a prize of £30,000 
“to anyone who can prove that National 
Socialist Germany operated gas chambers 
to kill Jews’? — ‘prove’, that is, to the 
likes of Phoenix’s cronies, who have their 
own competition rules (in small print) 
that none of the available photographs, 
documentary, testimonial evidence is 
racially acceptable proof. 

If the Holocaust never occurred (and 
even if it did) it’s a good subject for a 
few fascist quips to pass the time if 
there’s nothing suitably Nordic on the 
box. Excalibur, another of the National 
Front Constitutional Movement’s pub- 
lications, in its July issue, provides a few 
cracks on page sixteen on this very 
amusing subject, commenting “funny 
thing, really, this notion of what a 
holocaust is’’. 

The jokes of Excalibur and the com- 
petitions of Phoenix might be okay for 
your average fascist, but something more 
dignified is required for the intellectual 
fascist, whose needs are served by New 
Nation — edited by Richard Verrall, the 
one with the degree who uses those long 
words aimed way above the heads of 


Ms Clarkin and her skinhead chums. 
New Nation’s aim is to be “‘a vehicle for 
new ideas and debate”’ within the National 
Front, but at the same time these new 
ideas mustn’t be too new or the debate 
be too open-minded. As New Nation 
stipulates, “‘it will delineate the boundaries 
of such debate and serve as the guide to — 
and guardian of — the authentic racial 
nationalism which the National Front 
was founded to promote”’. 

One issue which most definitely is not 
for debate and question is the Holocaust. 
Never took place. Simple as that. ““New 
Nation believes that the ‘Holocaust of 
Six Million Jews’ is a propaganda hoax 
designed to discredit racialist ideas for 
all time’’. And just to prove the point 
there are articles by two distinguished 
professors (neither, of course, historians) 
who repeat the undeniable line. 

One of the two professors is Revilo 
P. Oliver, who, as we described in last 
month’s ‘What Their Papers Say’, con- 
tributed to the previous issue of Spear- 
head. That Revilo can find a home in 
both Spearhead and New Nation shows 
how similar the two magazines are. But 
more than that. The two publications are 
printing exactly the same article from old 
Revilo. 

The only difference is that New 
Nation’s version is a teeny bit longer 
and contains some of the gruesome anti- 
Semitic details which Spearhead spared 
its readers. Revilo isn’t going to try to 
claim the £30,000 reward, stating cate- 
gorically (and, of course, ‘proof’ isn’t 
necessary in these matters) that “there 
were no ‘gas chambers’ and there was no 
‘extermination’.” It’s all a Jewish plot: 
“Thirty to sixty million Jews, with 
apparent unanimity, are determined that 
the goyim shall believe, or profess to 
believe, that preposterous canard’’. 

Revilo, doling out a very old ration 
in New Nation, goes on about the Jews’ 
“usual measures for herding the goyim: 
bribery, open or surreptitious financial 
pressures, and the manipulation of venal 
politicians”; and then he_ expresses 
amazement that ‘‘an entire race (or sub- 
race, if you prefer that classification) 
can show effective solidarity in the 
perpetuation of outrageous hoaxes’’. 

For the fascist these ‘outrageous 
hoaxes’ include things like Anne Frank’s 
Diary — Phoenix talks of “millions of 
suckers who weep through the 293 page 
paperback” and Revilo in both Spearhead 
and New Nation prattles on about “the 
blatant contradictions in the text of this 
fraud” and that “one can only assume 
that sentimental persons who have been 
so prepared by preliminary propaganda 
that they blubber as they read the first 
page of the ‘Diary’ can go on reading in a 
similar stupor’’. 

Which all brings us back to the prob- 
lems of the fascist finding suitable view- 
ing material — all those films and docu- 
mentaries, every single one of them an 
outrageous hoax, which dare to suggest, 
without a shred of Proper Proof, that the 
Nazis might have had one or two faults. 
Dear, oh dear. And what really sticks in 
the craw of the National Front, Old and 


New, Constitutional and Unconstitutional, 
and all the other fascist outfits, is that 
millions watched the hoax of all hoaxes — 
the recent TV drama Holocaust. 

Nevertheless, our resident fascists are 
magnanimous. Many racially splendid 
speciments have been duped by sub-race 
hoaxes. Even the impeccably Nordic 
Meryl Streep, New Nation recalls, has 
been roped in, but “‘we simply have to 
forgive her for appearing in the gruesome 
TV propaganda farce Holocaust’’. After 
all, when the time comes, Iggy’s going to 
need a leading lady to help him pot all 
those reds and blacks. 


WHILE other fascists seek out fun and 
entertainment where they can, one 
figure sits alone brooding darkly. John 
Tyndall, the National Front’s deposed 
Fuhrer in exile, thinks about the past 
and the present. In Spearhead he recalls 
the days back in the mid-1960s when his 
group, the Greater Britain Movement, 
competed with other “‘patriotic groups” 
to lead ‘‘the Nationalist political camp”’. 
No doubt, as he sits by the seaside in 
Hove, Tyndall recalls how exciting it used 
to be in the old GBM, when they all 
dressed up in their uniforms, did their 
‘Heil Hitlers’ and sang their manly German 
songs. 

How different it must all seem from 
today, as his mind turns again and again 
to his other preoccupation — homo- 
sexuality. Ugh! Yuck! Homosexuals have 
cost him his badge of office: ‘‘Iam not in 
the slightest doubt that the presence of 
homosexuals in the ranks of the party’s 
leadership has been a major factor — 
arguably the major factor — in the 
splitting of the party”’. 

He’d done his best “to purge the 
party’s leadership of homosexuals’’; time 
and time he’d argued ‘“‘for the dismissal of 
the homosexual coterie”’ and tried to root 
out the “homo _ network’’, registering 
“disgust at the homosexual element” 
etc., and etc. 

Again and again he repeats the message 
that the “‘issue of homosexuality remains 
the issue that has done more to divide the 
party than any other” and that the party 
can be united and once more marching 
along the road to power by stipulating 
“the removal of all homosexuals from 
positions of office in the party’’, starting 
with its ‘““exponent-in-chief’’. And there’s 
hints about letters in his possession (and 
one can imagine him tapping his wallet 
at this point) which are ‘‘couched in 
terms which could leave no possible doubt 
as to the undertones of homosexuality”’. 

Poor fellow can’t even cheer himself 
up by a trip to the flicks, and Mrs Tyndall 
would do well to unplug the telly in case 
it sends him into an even blacker mood. 
Perhaps some Good Samaritan — a 
Psychedelic Fur, even Iggy P himself, or, 
Glory Be, the whole bunch of them — 
will catch the Brighton train and sing him 
gentle melodies. There’s precious little 
else at present to soothe the savage, 
fascist breast. 


ON AUGUST 2nd Bologna wit- 
nessed the worst fascist atrocity 
since the Second World War. 
Eighty-two people died when a 
bomb left in a waiting room, ripped 
apart the railway station on the 
first day of the Italian summer 
vacation. the one day guaranteed 
to be the busiest of the year for 
one of the country’s busiest stations. 
Responsibility for the blast was 
claimed by the Armed Revolu- 
tionary Nuclei (NAR), a Nazi 
terror group born out of a coming 
together of the groups responsible 
for many of the most bloody 
terrorist actions of the 1960s and 
early 70s. John Hughes and Tony 
Peters look at the history and 
leading figures of the terrorist right 
in Italy . and some of their 
friends in Britain. 

AFTER A SERIES of gaol sentences, 
atrocities and internal conflicts, a number 
of dislocated fascist terror groups came 
together under the banner of the Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei (NAR) in 1977. 
Most were based on Tuscany, and already 
had widely overlapping memberships. 
Making up the bulk of the new alliance 
were Ordine Nuovo (New Order), Ordine 
Nero (Black Order), and Avanguardia 
Nazionale (National Vanguard). Its leader- 
ship moved across the border to the south 
of France to elaborate and prepare for a 
new strategy of terror. Most of the men 
named by the Italian police as wanted in 
connection with the Bologna bombing 
came to NAR from these groups, as did 
Mario Affatigato, arrested in Nice and 
currently facing extradition proceedings. 


The new strategy, of which the Bologna 
attack clearly forms a part, was first 
mooted as far back as 1970 by Clemente 
Graziani, then Ordine Nuovo’s political 
Secretary and now on the Bologna 
wanted list. In the first Notebook of the 
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New Order he wrote that “The murder of 
the old, women and children is absolutely 
necessary to a determined objective’. 
They were to aim for “a feeling of 
impotence (and) absolute acquiescence 
among the masses. Intimidation is abso- 
lutely necessary . . . The priests of the 
revolutionary war will overthrow moral 
and humanitarian principles...” 

Questioned about this during his first 
trial Mario Tuti, now accused of the 1974 
Italicus train bombing and the man in 
whose ‘honour’ the Bologna bombing was 
carried out, added that “In every war 
there are innocent victims”. 

Graziani also claimed that Ordine 
Nuovo was “under the protective banner 
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of the MSI” and were ‘“‘guided’”’ by Pino 
Rauti, a founder of Ordine Nuovo, now 
a leading MSI hardliner who recently 
challenged Giorgio Almirante for the 
leadership of Italy’s main established 
fascist party. The MSI are striving to 
dissociate themselves from the bombing. 
Nevertheless reports persist that they are 
currently involved in arranging exchanges 
of “active service units” with other 
European groups. One of these is the 
League of St. George. 

The move away from a formal link 
with the MSI was in part prompted by 
Rauti who argued in his paper Linea that 
fascists should ‘‘refute the political 
disarray with outright confrontation”’. 
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He clearly approved the transfer of the 
terrorists operational base to the south 
of France: ‘“‘Not for us’ he wrote in a 
Linea editorial, ‘‘a climate of persecution 
and permanent judicial conspiracy which 
made impossible all political movement, 
agitating, and public appearances which 
was a feature of our (Ordine Nuovo’s) 
years from 1972-1977”. 

In 1978 clandestine ‘Order Papers’ 
were issued to members. Copies discovered 
by the police in Venice made clear that 
the new network extended beyond Italy, 
and instructed units to use different 
names for each attack. “After murder” 
said one of them, ‘“‘comes indiscriminate 
terrorism’’. 


Police enquiries have come to centre 
on the Tuscan town of Lucca which has 
been a hub of fascist terrorism for a 
decade. The “Black Cell of Lucca” 
provided much of the personnel for 
Ordine Nuovo, Ordine Nero and Avan- 
guardia Nazionale, and Affatigato is 
known to have maintained contact from 
Nice with his old comrades in the area. 
When police conducted a series of raids 
in Lucca and other Tuscan towns after a 
wave of bomb attacks in 1975, a number 
of these were picked up. They included: 

Pierluigi Concutelli: The ‘‘military 
commander”’ of Ordine Nuovo, arrested

THE BRITISH Nazi umbrella group, 
the League of St. George, has clear 
links with a number of central 
figures in the network of Italian 
terrorism which the Italian police is 
convinced carried out the Bologna 
massacre. 


Pino Rauti, founder member of Ordine 
Nuovo, who ‘guided’? the formation 
of the NAR is frequently plugged in 
the LSG journal League Review, which 
advertises the address of his journal 
Linea and describes him as representing 
“the radical hard-line viewpoint within 
the MSI from an ideologically principled 
viewpoint”. League Review has also 
established a close relationship with 
Pasquele de Negri of Lotta Europea 
(European Struggle), who visited LSG 
officers in London in 1978. In League 
Review 27 de Negri describes Pino Rauti 
as leading “‘the hard-line and revolutionary 
elements within the MSI... there is 
cause for hope that he may take over the 
leadership of the MSI at the next party 
Congress”’. 

Sandro Saccuchi, who founded Ordine 
Nuovo and is wanted for murder com- 
municates from hiding with League 
Review: in 1979 the magazine announced 
that “Sandro Saccuchi, the Italian member 
of Parliament for the MSI who is currently 
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Evidence of long-standing contact between 
English and Italian fascist groups.

again in Nice in 1976 and since then a 
regular visitor to that city. 

Carlo Fumagelli: now a member of 
NAR who supplied the explosives for 
a bomb attack on a waiting room in 
Vallellina in 1975. 

Pietro Carmassi: of Avanguardia Nazio- 
nale, involved in the abortive fascist coup 
planned in 1970 by the ‘Black Prince’ 
Valerio Borghese. He fled the country in 
1976 and within the last few weeks was 
extradited from Spain after being arrested 
in Valencia for his part in a series of bank 
raids. 

The degree of overlap between these 
groups may be seen from Affatigato’s 
admissions at various times to having 
been a member of Ordine Nuovo, Ordine 
Nero and the Fronte Nazionale. When he 
joined Ordine Nuovo it was run by Mario 
Tomei who moved on to Ordine Nero 
with Enzo Eliafini, Renzo Giovannotti 
and a third man called Baboski who was 
later involved with Affatigato’s other 
comrade Mario Tuti in the murder of 
two policemen in Empoli and in the 
Italicus train bombing. 

The men named as wanted in con- 


nection with the Bologna bombing all 
have similar pedigrees: 

@ Mario Affatigato was already a fugitive 
from two gaol sentences when arrested 
in Nice — a three year term for reviving 
the fascist party and four years for aiding 
the escape of Mario Tuti. Tuti was due to 
come for trial only days after the Bologna 
bombing. When police raided Affatigato’s 
Nice apartment they found a note stuffed 
under his door. It read “‘Contaet your 
friends quickly”. 

@ Stefano delle Chiaie was a founder of 
Avanguardia Nazionale and involved in 
the 1969 bomb attack on the Piazza 
Fontana in Milan. He is thought to have 
been Prince Borghese’s right hand man. 
@ Clemente Graziani was a founder and 
political secretary of Ordine Nuovo and 
the architect of the strategy of indis- 
criminate terror. 

@ Sandro Saccuchi, another founder of 
Ordine Nuovo, was formerly an MSI 
member of Parliament. Also involved in 
the 1970 coup attempt, he is still wanted 
for the murder of a young communist 
in 1976. He fled to London where he was 
sheltered by right-wingers until arrested.

two vices of the European right are 
bourgeois opportunism and slavish accep- 
tance of pseudo-democratic ideals. He 
also said that . . . more co-operation was 
required between nationalists, not only 
on a European level but also on a world 
wide basis’. 

Ordine Nuovo: In 1978 a League 
meeting was addressed by Ordine Nuovo 
militant Walter Pilo. Reporting the 
meeting, League Review remarked that 
“If, as seems likely, Britain gets to the 
stage of violent disorder and armed 
terrorism, information and advice on 
countering this threat will be invaluable. 
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We listen to all that our Italian comrades 
have to say with great respect.” (our 
emphasis. ) 

Also implicated in the activities of 
the NAR are the French Nazi group 
FANE, who appear to have estabished an 
excellent relationship with the League. 
FANE, with whom NAR have a working 
relationship, had eleven members arrested 
some weeks ago after a wave of bomb 
attacks in Paris. Like NAR the League 
appear to get on well with what they call 
“our comrades in FANE’. The French 
group are frequently referred to in the 
most respectful terms in League Review, 
and in 1979 leading members of FANE 
travelled to London where they met 


Extradition attempts failed. He still 
faces a four year sentence for his involve- 
ment in organising Ordine Nuovo. 

@ Augusto Cauchi has been a fugitive 
since 1975. A member of Ordine Nuovo 
and a friend of Mario Tuti, he is wanted 
in connection with the bombing of a 
Rome-Florence train. A second warrant 
for his arrest was issued in the same year 
after a bomb attack in Moiano for which 
Ordine Nero claimed _ responsibility. 
Police believe that Cauchi was an Ordine 
Nero organiser and that the attack was 
planned at his house in Vergano di Monte 
San Savino. Investigating magistrates later 
revealed that he also led the Arezzo 
section of a clandestine group inside the 
MSI, a group which included Luciano 
Franci and Piero Malentacchi, both later 
to face trial with Tuti for the Italicus 
train bombing. 

As well as basing their operations in 
the south of France, NAR have established 
a working relationship with the French 
Nazi group FANE (Federation for Euro- 
pean National Action). Paul Durand, an 
Inspector in the French security police, 
doubles up as a leading theoretician for 
FANE, and was suspended from duty as a 
direct result of details of his activities 
becoming known during the Bologna 
investigation. He is known to have visited 
Bologna with a group of unidentified 
associates shortly before the bombing. 
Affatigato is also thought to have been in 
Bologna with a group of Frenchmen at 
about the same time. 

Interest has also focused on the 
explosive used in the attack. T4 (Trinitol- 
vuolo) is manufactured exclusively for 
NATO and is described as a ‘speciality’ 
of the Italian army. Mario Affatigato was 
doing military service from 1977 till he 
disappeared in 1978. Like other members 
of the “Black Cell of Lucca’’ he served his 
time in Bologna. Reports from Italy 
suggest that other members of the old 
Tuscan ‘“‘black cell’’ re-visited the region 
only days before the Bologna massacre. 
The evidence strongly indicates that 
the outrage was the grisly climax of a 
carefully planned re-structuring of the 
notorious and experienced fascist cells 
who brought terror to Italy’s railways and 
cities in the early 70s. 


members of the League of St. George and 
attended League meetings. At the same 
time League Review was offering to 
arrange exchange visits between FANE 
activists and members of the League. 
Most of the League’s international 
contacts are reported in the ‘Overseas 
News’ section of League Review, written 
by their Overseas Liaison Officer — 
currently Steve Brady. Their attitude 
towards these terrorist liaisons was made 
clear in an early issue of League Review: 


“The League will liaise with European 
and other movements or groups whose 
philosophy can be identified with that 
of the League...”

Greensboro trial — 
a “disgraceful 


whitewash” 


ONCE AGAIN a Federal undercover 
agent has been exposed as being involved 
in a violent Ku Klux Klan attack; during 
preliminary hearings at the trial of six 
Klan and Nazi Party members charged 
with the murder of five left-wingers 
at a demonstration in Greensboro last 
November, it was revealed that Bernard 
Butkovich, an agent of the Treasury 
Departments Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms was actually involved in 
planning the attack. 

For some reason Butkovich is not 
listed to appear as a prosecution witness, 
and defence lawyers for the Klansmen 
have announced that they intend to call 
him as part of an ‘entrapment’ defence. 
Butkovich had been involved in infiltrating 
a Nazi group, some of whose members 
participated in the murders. Now other 
Nazis are claiming that Butkovich had 
offered to train members in bomb making, 
and had proposed taking guns to the 
Greensboro rally. Although he was not 
present at the shooting, he later visited 
one of the arrested Nazis and offered to 
burn his house down, arguing that it 
would be seen as a revenge attack by 
the Communist Workers’ Party whose 
members had been murdered at the rally. 

Police in Greensboro have also admit- 


ted, not only that they knew of But-' 


kovich’s role before the shooting, but 
that they had their own agent inside the 
Klan at the time. They still maintain 
however, that they had no advance 
knowledge of the racists’ intentions 
when they drove in convoy towards the 
CWP rally on November 3rd. 

The likelihood of convictions and stiff 
sentences for the Klansmen and Nazis has 
receded dramatically since the trial 
opened. Despite evidence on film showing 
them unload weapons from a car and 
open fire, the selection of the jury, and 
now the unveiling of a pretext for acquittal 
makes it look distinctly possible that they 
will escape. 

The selection of the jury has already 
drawn much comment. Jurors were 
questioned by a defence lawyer, and any 
who showed ‘“‘prejudice” against Nazism 


or the KKK have been excused. Thus 
men have been excused because they 
fought in the Second World War. One 
who was selected was Octavio Mandulay, 
an expatriate Cuban businessman, a 
member of the far-right emigre group 
‘Twentieth of May’, who considers the 
Klan and the Nazis to be “‘strongly 
patriotic’. He was approved not only 
by the defence, but by the judge, and 
incredibly, by the prosecuting district 
attorney. Other “approved” jurors — all 
of them white — include one who agreed 
with a defence suggestion that it was less 
of a crime to kill a communist than 
anyone else, another who wondered 
‘“‘why the charge is first degree murder” 
when “‘communists are the enemy’’, the 
wife of a deputy sherrif, and a Vietnam 
veteran truck driver. 

Defence lawyers have also made a 
point of asking black potential jurors to 
confirm aloud their addresses — while 
Klansmen in the court make it clear that 
they are committing the addresses to 
memory. 

The prosecution’s attitude is best 
summed up by the questions which the 
DA directs at potential jurors. They are 
asked whether ‘“‘the fact that the alleged 
victims were communists who held views 
which are un-American and repugnant to 
us all’’ or “‘the fact that the alleged victims 
tried to form labour unions and to over- 
throw the government” would affect 
their verdict. 

The stage is set for one of the most 
disgraceful whitewashes in the history of 
American racism. 


Klan member 
Stays in elections 


FOLLOWING the success of KKK 
member Thomas Metzger in winning the 
San Diego, California Democratic Party 
nomination for November’s Congressional 
elections (Searchlight 61), Gerald Carlson, 
a past member of the Nazi Party, the 
KKK, the National States Rights Party 
and the John Birch Society has won 
the nomination for Detroit’s 15th Con- 
gressional district. 

Carlson, founder of the National 
Christian Democratic Union, which he 
describes as ‘“‘a political party for white 
Americans” beat local public safety 
commissioner James Caygill by 3,715 
votes to 3,037. 

In an election address Carlson described 


himself as an air force veteran who had 
“lived in clean and orderly European 
cities and realised that Negroes are the 
main cause of our degeneration’’. 

The 15th district is a largely blue- 
collar area. Local Republicans have 
accused Democrats of exploiting the 
“crossover” voting system to embarrass 
the Republican Party. 


More racists 
acquitted 


HUNDREDS of black people took to the 
streets of Chattanooga at the end of July 
when an all-white jury acquitted two Ku 
Klux Klan members charged with four 
counts of assault with intent to commit 
first degree murder. A third, who had 
pulled the trigger in a shotgun attack on 
four black women, was convicted on 
reduced assault charges and sentenced to 
nine months imprisonment. 

The attack occurred outside a small 
neighbourhood tavern. As the women left 
they were shot from a passing car, three 
of them suffering shotgun wounds. The 
three Klansmen arrested included local 
“Grand Wizard” William Church. He and 
Larry Payne were acquitted; Marshall 
Thrash was fined $225 and sentenced to 
two gaol terms of nine months, with two 
months in a workhouse. 

Serious disturbances broke out when 
the news reached the black community. 
Many young unemployed blacks were 
involved in looting and fire bombing, and 
the local police imposed a 9-5 curfew, 
closing down cinemas, restaurants and 
petrol stations. More than 180 people 
were arrested over four days. 

The following weekend almost wit- 
nessed a major confrontation when Bill 
Wilkinson, “Imperial Wizard’ of the 
Invisible Empire, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, threatened to hold a rally in the 
city. After pressure from the police and 
the mayor it was called off, but members 
of another Klan faction were arrested 
on the Saturday afternoon, dressed in 
camouflage fatigues with Klan emblems, 
and carrying bomb making material. They 
were about a mile from the city’s main 
black community. 

George Key, President of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Coloured People has announced that 
NAACP would sue the three Klansmen 
for violation of the womens’ civil rights. 
They also intend to sue for damages in a 
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civil court. The Justice Department has 
already instructed the FBI to investigate 
whether the womens’ civil rights were 
violated. 

The court decision follows hard on the 
acquittal in Florida of four policemen 
charged with beating to death a black 
businessman Arthur McDuffie. Since the 
verdict however, a fifth policeman who 
gained immunity from prosecution for 
testifying against the other four has 
been indicted by a Federal Grand Jury. 
Charles Veverka is charged with violating 
McDuffie’s civil rights by filing false 
criminal charges, conspiring to violate 
his civil rights, and being an accessory 
after the beating. 

It is only by tackling the civil rights 
violations charges that the Federal 
authorities can intervene in what was 
otherwise a State case. There seems every 
possibility that at least some of the 
policemen acquitted in the State Court 
could face new charges in a Federal 
court. 

The four men, officers Alex Marrero, 
Michael Watts, Sgt. Herbert Evans and 
Sgt. Ira Diggs, could yet face sentences of 
twenty years or more if charges similar to 
those against Veverka are laid. 


TURKEY 


Right wing terror 
continues 


TURKEY’S FASCISTS of the National 
Action Party and their ““Grey Wolves” are 
making steady progress in their desire to 
create a climate of terror that will provide 
a plausible pretext for the establishment 
of another military dictatorship. The last 
month has seen a dramatic unfolding of 
their influence in ruling circles, including 
the army, the military judiciary, and the 
ruling Justice Party, and a frightening 
extension of their campaign of terror. 

Following the events at Corum (see 
Searchlight 62) which left 25 dead, the 
murder of former Premier Nihat Erim 
by a leftist terrorist group provided the 
excuse for the Wolves to launch a series 
of revenge murders. Abderrahman Kok- 
saloglu, a member of Parliament for the 
opposition Republican Peoples’ Party was 
killed, followed by Kemal Turkler, leader 
of DISK, the largest left-wing trade union 
federation, and a left-wing journalist 
Recai Unal, who was found strangled in 
Istanbul. 

Hundreds of thousands of trades 
unionists went on strike throughout the 
country to protest at Turkler’s murder, 
although in many provinces strikes not 
sanctioned by the military authorities are 
illegal. A demonstration planned to 
coincide with his funeral was banned by 
the army. 

The proclaimed ‘even-handedness’ of 
the army took a further knock days later, 
when two Grey Wolves, under sentence of 
death for terrorist offences, somehow 
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contrived to escape from Mamak military 
prison situated at the heart of a massive 
military complex. Accusations have been 
rife that the escape could only have 
occurred with the complicity of members 
of the armed forces. The death sentences 
passed on the two were to have been 
brought before Parliament for approval 
only a few days later. 

On the 10th of July, the army’s 
willingness to tackle the problem of 
right-wing terrorism was called further 
into question when the verdicts in the 
Kahramanmarras murder trial were 
announced. Twenty one death sentences 
were handed down by the military court 
although the prosecution had argued that 
275 fascists should be hanged for their 
part in the infamous 1978 massacre 
which left 111 dead. The three ‘big fish’ 
— local NAP officers Okkes Kenger, 
Yunus Ilhan and Hasan Balcioglu, accused 
of organising the massacre — were all 
acquitted, as were another 411 of the 835 
on trial. Three hundred and fifty were 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment, 
including 14 for whom death sentences 
were immediately commuted to life 
imprisonment. 

The political assassinations which 
preceded the verdicts led to much pub- 
licised meetings between Premier Demirel 
and opposition leader Bulent Ecevit, 
ostensibly to elaborate a common pro- 
gramme for dealing with terrorism. It 
remains the case however, that Demirel 
will not tackle the right as long as he has 
to rely upon the Grey Wolves’ own MPs 
for his parliamentary majority. It is for 
this reason that he and his ministers 
continually claim that the violence is 
communist inspired, a claim all too often 
taken at face value by Western journalists. 

Such claims are wearing increasingly 
thin: only recently the Daily Telegraph’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent John Bullock 
was forced to concede that: “‘It is accepted 
in Turkey that much of the violence is 
due to the encouragement of the most 
extreme of the Parliamentary parties, 
Mr Turkes’ Nationalist Action Party”’. 

An important recent development 
however, is the prospect of a split between 
the Nationalist Action Party and the 
Muslim fundamentalists of the National 
Salvation Party. The city of Konya in 
Central Anatolia has long been dominated 
by the NSP and the NAP have found it 
hard even to get a hearing. All that has 
changed: hundreds of NAP supporters 
have flooded into the city to work on 
various construction projects, and the 
NSP now finds itself on the receiving 
end of just the sort of violence and 
intimidation to which their leadership 
have turned a willing blind eye while it 
was directed against the left. 

NSP youth members have been beaten 
up in the streets, a residential district 
has been set on fire, the NSP newspaper 
offices have been bombed as have its 
cultural centre and the car of its local 
leader. The local deputy chairman of 
the NSP has openly accused the Grey 
Wolves of being behind the violence and 
denounced their supporters in the police 
for allowing them to go unpunished. 


Prime Minister Demirel relies upon the 
support of the NAP and the NSP for his 
Parliamentary majority. A falling out 
between them could seriously endanger 
his government. 


PORTUGAL 


New right wing 
party formed 


A NEWLY-FORMED Portuguese National 
Front announced at the end of July 
that it has already collected the 5,000 
signatures necessary under the Con- 
stitution to register a political party, and 
will enter candidates in the forthcoming 
Parliamentary elections. 

The NF, which is led by 50 year old 
businessman Bernardo Guedes da Silva, 
recently held its first national Congress, 
attended by about fifty delegates. 


Italian fascist leader 
attends Franco rally 


GIORGIO ALMIRANTE, leader of the 
Italian fascist party MSI was guest of 
honour at a ceremony in Madrid cele- 
brating the forty-fourth anniversary of 
Franco’s rebellion against the Spanish 
Republic. 

The rally, organised by Blas Pinar’s 
Fuerza Nueva (New Force) party, was 
held in a bullring under massive police 
protection. A requiem mass for Franco 
was later held at the “Valley of the 
Fallen’’, the dictator’s enormous monu- 
ment to his supporters who died in the 
civil war. 


High vote for MSI 
boss in Naples 


BIGGEST SHOCK of the recent local 
elections was the astonishing 22% vote 
achieved by MSI leader Almirante when 
he stood as candidate for mayor in 
Naples. Although the Communist Party 
remained in control of the local council 
after the result, Almirante polled the 
highest individual vote in a system where 
electors vote first for a party and then for 
particular candidates. 

Despite the fact that Naples has always 
provided something of a base of support 
for the far right, the 118,000 votes cast 
for Almirante has caused considerable 
concern. Nationally they polled only 
about 6% in the last election.

Like Martin Webster, skinheads were noticeable by their absence on the NF’s much publicised march round Nuneaton on 17th August, when all these 
pictures were taken. But a week earlier, about 150 NF supporters, mostly skinheads, held an anti-lranian march through Tunbridge Wells town centre. 
At the rally one speaker thanked the skinheads particularly for their support and told them, “With your help when we do come to power we will have 
an army around us so that we cannot be smashed and will be able to carry out our pledges to the country”. Another speaker said, “If the press fail to 


BRIGHTON ELECTORS PHOTOGRAPHED 


AND BODY-SEARCHED BY NF 


Anyone wishing to enter a National Front 
election meeting at Fairlight School, Brighton, 
was searched and photographed by burly NF 
stewards. The police, despite the presence of 
more than 200 officers and a Special Branch 
squad, made no effort to interfere with this 
extraordinary practice. Some of the audience 
said later that they would be considering legal 
action against the NF over the frisking. 


A great deal of anger has been roused by 
the way the police allowed the Front clearly to 
contravene the Representation of the People 
Act by intimidating local residents at a public 
election meeting. Most of the anti-fascists 
refused to let the NF stewards take such 
liberties and as a result only a handful of them 


attended the meeting. 

Brighton Chief Supt. Norman Cooper said 
after the meeting that he was glad that it had 
been relatively trouble-free, but that it had 
cost ratepayers a lot of money. The local 
Labour Party branch have taken up the matter 
with the police. 

Liberal Councillor Steve Cullen said he is 
considering legal action over what he termed 
racist remarks by Mr Webster. Councillor Cullen 
also wants a ban on NF meetings in Sussex 
schools. 

After the meeting police escorted the 50 
Front supporters away from the school. Several 
hundred anti-Front protestors had _ earlier 
demonstrated their opposition.

WHAT IT WILL MEAN 
TO BE BRITISH 


THE long awaited White Paper on British Nationality Law was published on 30 July. Legislation is expected to follow during the 
next session of Parliament, probably early in 1981. 


The main change proposed in the 
White Paper is that all existing British 
nationals be given one of three new 
citizenships or two other kinds of status. 
British citizenship would be given to all 
present citizens of the UK and colonies 
(CUKCs) who are also patrials under the 
Immigration Act 1971. British Dependent 
Territories Citizenship would go to all 
CUKCs who are not patrial but who live 
in or are connected with existing colonies. 
British Overseas Citizenship would go to 
all non-patrial CUKCs connected with 
former dependencies, that is primarily 
CUKCs in East Africa and Malaysia. The 
status of British subjects without citizen- 
ship and British Protected Persons would 
remain. 

In effect the White Paper proposes a 
first class citizenship (British citizenship) 
and two second class citizenships. British 
citizens would have the right to enter and 
remain in the UK without restriction 
while others would be subject to immi- 
gration control. This isthe only difference 
between the proposed citizenships and 
shows how the government’s thinking, 
supposedly about nationality, has far 
more to do with the further restriction of 
black immigration. The transfer of the 
patriality criterion from immigration 
control to nationality law completes the 
vicious circle begun by the Commonwealth 
Immigrants Act 1962 (when UK citizens 
first became subject to immigration 
control) and would make permanent 
within nationality law the racism of the 
1971 Immigration Act. 


Transfer to be controlled 


Transfer of British citizenship is to 
become strictly controlled, a control 
which the White Paper ‘justifies’ by a 
number of references to ‘possible bogus 
marriages’, ‘pools of citizens abroad’, 
‘adoption for the sake of entry’ and so 
on. British citizenship would be acquired 
by birth on UK territory but it is likely 
that this would not apply to children 
born to parents living here under con- 
ditions of limited residence or not legally 
living here unless one or other parent was 
subsequently admitted for settlement. 
This would deny visitors, students and 
work permit holders the right to register 
their children as British citizens. 

How will they distinguish a person 
settled here from one who is not? Will 
they issue special birth certificates and 
require parents to produce their pass- 
ports when registering births? Natural- 
isation and registration would continue 
but would be subsumed under the new 
name of ‘grant’ of citizenship. Common- 
wealth citizens settled before 1973 will 
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lose their right of registration after two 
years of the Act taking effect and natural- 
isation will in future be the method of 
acquiring citizenship for both foreigner 
and Commonwealth applicants. This will 
continue to be at the Home Secretary’s 
discretion, not subject to any objective 
‘good character’ test and with no right of 
appeal against refusal. 

Furthermore new Commonwealth 
applicants will also be required to have 
‘an adequate command of English’. This 
could deprive a large number of Asians, 
particularly women, of their entitlement 
to British citizenship. The right of non- 
British women to register as British on 
marriage is to be abolished and non- 
British men and women would both have 
to apply for naturalisation after three 
years settlement. British citizenship will 
be transferred by descent to a child born 
abroad to a British citizen (father or 
mother) but only to the first generation. 
This leads to further discrimination against 
naturalised citizens who will not be able 
to register their children born abroad. 
The naturalised citizen ‘shall be put on 
the same footing as a citizen by descent 
so far as the transmission of citizenship to 
a child born abroad is concerned’. Under 
present immigration rules these children 
can join their parents and would be able 
to apply for registration after living with 
their parents for three years but this is to 
be discretionary. 


No automatic civic rights 


Like the Labour Government’s Green 
Paper on nationality the White Paper is 
dismissive of the idea that any civic rights 
and duties follow from the holding of a 
citizenship. The White Paper states 
bluntly that ‘civic privileges do not stem 
directly from the law of nationality’ and 
the question of a right of a citizen to hold 
a passport is mentioned only in passing — 
‘The Government are considering this 
suggestion’. In the meantime the issue of 
a passport continues to be at the discretion 
of the minister. As far as existing rights 
and duties are concerned the White Paper 
says that these would not be withdrawn 
from people who would not become 
British citizens under the new law. 
People who are covered by the existing 
law would continue to be so and so, for 
example, would continue to be able to 
vote and serve on juries. But the White 
Paper goes on to say that ‘the Bill, by 
establishing a British citizenship, will 
make available a ready definition by | 
which those duties or entitlements may 
be re-defined in the future’ (emphasis | 
added). 


Even on a cursory reading it is clear 
that the White Paper is a racist document, 
the intent of which is more strictly to 
control immigration and the presence of 
black people in Britain. It fails to deal 
with the problems to which a nationality 
law should address itself and, in addition, 
fails to clarify and simplify the present 
confused and confusing state of affairs.

SCHOOL 
CHILDREN IN 
IMMIGRATION 
RAID 


ON Monday 30 June, Iflaq Shaheen, aged 12, 
and her sister Shazir, aged 9, were taken from 
their schools in Nelson, near Burnley, by police 
acting on a deportation order. Their family had 
no prior warning of the raid: The headmaster of 
one of the schools said that he agreed to the 
arrest after assurances were given that the girls 
would be taken home first. However, their 


grandmother (who has cared for the girls since 
1975) cannot speak English, so when the police 
arrived with the girls, she went to get a neigh- 
bour to help her — when she came back she 
found they'd gone. 

Kor 6 days the two sisters did not see their 
family or each other — the social services placed 


them in separate homes. By the time their 
uncle, Mr Tassadduq Hussain, who lives in the 
same house as the girls, visited them, he found 
them “under considerable mental stress” and 
“very worried. They are separated from each 
other and trom their family”’. 

No satisfactory explanation of why they 
should be arrested at school and taken into care 
apart from each other has been given — though 
they have subsequently been allowed to be 
together. 

Immigration raids are not a new feature of 
the area — in June ’79 3 raids were carried out 
in as many days — causing fear and outrage 
among the Asian community. But lifting 
children from school is a new development 
and represents another prong in the attack on 
the right to family life. And to drive this point 
home, the black community in Burnley could 
also read in their local papers of Mr Kala Miah 
who is appealing to the High Court against the 
decision barring his son from coming to join 
him (/xpress & News 18.7.80.) and of the fact 

| that immigrant families whose children live 
abroad will lose their child tax allowances in 
| 2 years time (Frenne Star 22.7.80.).

REPATRIATION — THE NEWHAM WAY 


FOUR YEARS AGO, when National 
Front leader, John Kingsley Read 
told a rally at Newham: “One 
down, a million to go”, he was 
referring to the murder of an Asian 
in Southall. Last month, Newham 
added yet another victim to its own 
list of racist killings when four 
white skinheads brutally murdered 
a young Asian accountant. 

The murder took place in broad 
daylight on East Ham High Street. 
Yet no one intervened when 
Akhtar Ali Baig (29), on his way 
to the library, was first jostled by 
the skinheads and then stabbed in 
the heart. “I’ve just gutted a Paki’, 
one of the murderers is reported to 
have announced proudly. Neverthe- 
less, when outraged Asian youth 
demanded an explanation at Forest 
Gate Police Station the police are 
said to have denied that the killing 
was racist, dismissed it as an ordinary 
mugging and refused to disclose the 
victim’s identity. 

For Newham’s Asian and West Indian 
communities, neither the murder nor the 
police reaction are isolated instances. 
Though less noticed by the media, the 
new ‘grey areas’ of Newham have a 
history of racist violence which rivals 
that of Brick Lane and the East End. If 
the function of British racism today is to 
justify the repatriation of unwanted 
(black) labour, Newham, with its extreme 
economic deprivation and its growing 
racial intimidation and violence, is an 
example of how life can be made un- 
livable for black people in Britain. Trapped 


between the institutional racism of the 
state and employers, on the one hand, 
and the overt violence of racist thugs, on 
the other, Newham’s black communities 
face a desperate struggle for survival. 

Within a decade of its inception, the 
borough of Newham had emerged as an 
extreme “example of urban decline’’. 
An article in New Society (David White, 
23 October 1975) identified it as the 
London borough with the largest number 
of homes without bath or inside lavatory; 
the borough where only one in 40 school- 
children went on to university (as against 
a national average three times as high), 
where less than one in 10 received any 
further education (as against a national 
average of one in four); a borough where 
the population was declining rapidly and 
where jobs were declining twice as 
fast; a borough with one of the highest 
percentages of mentally ill in the country 
and an infant mortality rate higher than 
in any other part of London. 

It is also a borough with one of 
the largest immigrant concentrations in 
Britain. According to the latest estimates, 
about a quarter of Newham’s 224,000 
residents are black, mainly West Indians, 
Sikhs from India and Gujeratis from 
East Africa. Predictably, racist mythology 
has found in them a scapegoat for the 
economic and social deprivation from 
which they suffer far more than the white 
population. 


Cheap Labour 


Over the years, the flight of industry 
from Newham to more profitable areas 
has meant the closure of many large local 
employers, particularly docks and related 
industries, a drastic decline in skilled jobs 
and the restriction of new employment to 
low-status manual work. Well before the 
period of major immigrant settlement, 


this economic decline was producing a 
shift in Newham’s demographic structure, 
with the white middle classes and younger 
sections of the white working class 
moving out of the borough. As in other 
declining urban areas, the demand for 
cheap labour was met increasingly by 
immigrants recruited into the worst paid 
and most exploited jobs, often by un- 
scrupulous small firms. 

The TUC’s campaign to unionise low- 
paid black workers in the East End has 
yet to make any impact in Newham, 
while local efforts at unionisation have 
always met with fierce opposition from 
employers. A typical example is Spiralynx, 
a bed-frame manufacturer, which employs 
an entirely female, Asian workforce on 
extremely low pay. A year ago, manage- 
ment succeeded in blocking an attempt to 
unionise the workforce. Workers were 
warned against attending a meeting to 
discuss unionisation, and a foreman was 
stationed outside the meeting to note 
down the names of those attending. Not 
surprisingly, hardly anyone turned up. 
Larger firms like Fords in neighbouring 
Dagenham and the Tate & Lyle sugar 
refinery in Silvertown also depend on 
black labour, but predominantly in 
unskilled and low-paid jobs. About three- 
quarters of Ford’s 25,000 workforce is 
black. 

Although CRE figures show that it is 
now four times as difficult for blacks to 
find jobs as it is for whites, unemployed 
black youth in Newham can expect little 
sympathy from local agencies. Workers at 
Newham Rights Centre cite a recent 
episode at East Ham Job Centre, where 
the receptionist refused to register a black 
male on the spurious pretext that he only 
required temporary employment. 

Though Newham is a solidly Labour 
borough, it is also a traditional area of 
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National Front influence, with the Front 
cashing in on working class frustration 
with the failures of the Labour Party. 
The local Labour Party itself has an 
abysmal record on race compared with 
other Labour boroughs in London. The 
Council remains conspicuously reluctant 
to make even a token commitment to 
opposing institutional racism in the 
provision of welfare services to blacks. 
“With a couple of exceptions, the Labour 
councillors here are racist’, say the 
leaders of the Newham Youth Movement. 
“Some of them have attitudes bordering 
on the NF”’. 


State Racism 


Public statements by councillors have 
certainly reinforced racist myths about 
immigrants elbowing local people out 
of scarce housing. The truth is that 
blacks have virtually no access to council 
housing, most of which goes to white 
decants from redeveloped areas. Figures 
for 1971 showed that only 2.6 per cent 
of Newham’s immigrants lived in council 
housing, with the rest concentrated in 
sub-standard, multi-occupied, private 
housing. Since then, there has been little 
change. Offers of rehousing are now 
virtually confined to Canning Town, a 
National Front stronghold where few 
black families would care to live. 

The refusal of the Council to respond 
to black housing need was recently 
demonstrated in the case of one of its 
own prospective employees. A highly 
qualified Asian woman, appointed to the 
newly created post of Asian Social 
Worker, was allocated a flat in a tower- 
block in Canning Town. When she insisted 
on a safer location, the Council preferred 
to forgo her services rather than offer her 
alternative housing. 

By far the most oppressive instrument 
of state racism in Newham has been the 
law-and-order machinery. While black 
families are subjected to constant racist 
harassment and violence by white neigh- 
bours and street gangs, the attitude of the 
police and the courts has been to treat 
the victims as the offenders. According 
to Deepak Basu of the Newham Youth 
Movement, who is a long-time resident, 
this tacit collusion between the police 
and racist attackers dates as far back as 
1965, when two Bengalis were stabbed to 
death. But it first received national 
publicity during the trial of the Virk 
brothers in 1978. The brothers, whose 
only offence was to defend themselves 
successfully against an unprovoked racist 
attack, were found guilty of assault and 
given prison sentences ranging from 7 to 
2 years. Their white attackers, on the 
other hand, went free. 

Over the last two years, a series of 
similar cases has destroyed any con- 
fidence that blacks in Newham may have 
had in the police. When black families 
suffering racial persecution have turned 
to the law for help, the police have 
delayed action for as long as possible. 
When eventually forced to intervene, 
their role has been, not to apprehend the 
aggressors, but to bully and further 
intimidate the victims. On the other 
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hand, when black people have defended 
themselves against attacks, the police 
have been remarkably quick to act, 
arresting the victims on charges of assault, 
possession of offensive weapons and the 
like. More often than not, the courts have 
endorsed such police harassment. 

A number of cases documented by 
Newham Rights and the now defunct 
Newham Defence Committee reveal a 
familiar pattern. In the course of 1978, 
Mr Hussain reported 28 incidents of racial 
harassment to the police, but no action 
was taken. When his wife’s handbag with 
£50 in it was snatched, he reported the 
name of the white gang-leader responsible, 
but the latter was not arrested. 

Mr Lateef was nearly stabbed to death 
and attempts were made to run him over. 
But when he tried to defend himself, he 
was arrested and charged. His main 
witness had the legality of his marriage 
challenged and was threatened with 
deportation. 

Mr A and his family were subjected to 
continual harassment by a gang of white 
youths. The police said they could do 
nothing unless he apprehended one of the 
youths himself. When he tried to do so, 
his wife and he found themselves charged 
with assaulting the boy. 

An Asian mini-cab driver had his car 
repeatedly smashed by a racist gang who 
besieged his family in their home for 
weeks on end, threatened to kill them 
and badly beat up one of their friends. 
Despite repeated appeals for help, the 
police did nothing. 

Mr Uddin, a Canning Town grocer, 
was about to be attacked by three whites 
who had entered his shop and locked the 
door. He managed to keep them at bay 
with a cheese-knife while he called the 
police. But when the police arrived, 
they arrested Mr Uddin for carrying an 
offensive weapon.

Six months ago, Narinder Singh 
Marway, a Sikh student, was attacked in 
the street by a white gang and hit over 
the head with an iron bar. When the 
police arrived, they made no effort to 
find his attackers, but instead charged 
Marway with possession of an offensive 
weapon because he was wearing a karaa 
(the Sikh religious bangle) on his wrist. 

According to some community 
workers, the police themselves are often 
the agents of racial harassment, using 
powers to stop and search and charges of 
drunk and disorderly behaviour and 
carrying offensive weapons to incriminate 
black people. In a recent case, two West 
Indians, the Toussaint brothers, were 
arrested on suspicion of stealing petrol 
when police searched their car and found 
a funnel, a hose-pipe and a petrol-can in 
the boot. When they resisted arrest, they 
were also charged with assaulting police 
officers. Last month the case was dismissed 
in court on grounds of insufficient 
evidence. 


Newham Youth Movement 


All this explains why black youth in 
Newham have now reached the conclusion 
that they can get no justice unless they 
organise their own self-defence. The 
Newham Youth Movement, like its 
predecessor in Southall, arose spon- 
taneously out of the outrage that followed 
last week’s murder. Like the Southall 
Youth Movement, the NYM represents 
a new self-confidence among second- 
generation blacks who are determined to 
resist a racist offensive whose logical end 
is repatriation. Their slogans — ‘‘Don’t 
Mourn, Organise’, ““‘Here To Stay, Here 
To Fight’’, ‘“‘Self-Defence Is No Offence” 
— represent a break with the more passive 
‘guest mentality’ of the traditional leader- 
ship, whose approach has been to petition 
the ‘host’ community for protection. The 
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NYM is willing to co-operate with the 
traditional leaders, provided it is accepted 
as an equal partner. And the old leader- 
ship, consisting of the temple leaders and 
various factions of the Indian Workers’ 
Association, clubbed together in the 
Asian Steering Committee, seems to have

accepted these terms by agreeing to calla 
joint protest march on 2 August. 
Significantly, the NYM, with its shared 
experience of being black and British, 
appears to be bridging the old gap between 
Asians and West Indians. Its chairperson 
and two of its 10 Executive members are 


West Indian, and they hope to develop 
this unity further. Their immediate task 
is to organise a defence campaign for the 
29 young blacks arrested on the protest 
demonstration of 19 July. But they 
recognise that the struggle against racism 
requires long-term strategies, including 
involvement in employment issues. If 
they succeed, black resistance in Newham 
may be entering a new phase.

On August 2 NYM led a protest march of 
3,500 through Newham. The shop keepers, 
mainly Asians, shut their businesses for 
half a day in support of the protest. Asian 
workers’ and youth groups came from all 
over Britain for the event. Young, old, 
men and women took part in the march 
which was a great success despite the 
massive police presence. 

Around forty arrests have been made 
as a result of the protest (and as a result 
of earlier demonstrations). NYM _ is 
working with other local groups on the 
defence of those arrested.

RACISM IN THE LEGAL PROFESSION 


RACISM in the legal profession is, once 
again, in the news. Rudy Narayan’s 
revelations and vehement protests about 
racism amongst Birmingham solicitors in 
their attempts to block clients’ wishes to 
be represented by black barristers came as 
no surprise to those who have come up 
against the law and lawyers before. These 
allegations led to his recently being tried 
for professional misconduct and acquitted 
by the Senate of the Inns of Court and 
Bar after blacks invaded the Senate 
House. A victory for a community based 
defence, and concerted action by blacks 
to protect their own. Wig and Gown were 
put to flight, in the face, literally, of 
angry black mothers, confronting those 
who sought to gag one of the black 
community’s loudest defenders. 


Racism at the Bar and amongst solici- 
tors is legendary although, not sur- 
prisingly, the CRE has_ consistently 
refused to investigate it. Numerous un- 
successful black applicants for vocational 
training by barristers and solicitors alike 
will testify to this, as will those who, 
having once obtained the necessary 
qualifications have had great difficulty in 
finding a place in barrister’s chambers, 
or in firms of solicitors. 

Events at Hammersmith and Fulham 
Law Centre, where white workers have 
called for the dismissal of blacks, with 


mutual allegations of racism and harass- 
ment, have brought into the open, a nest 
of worms that has been breeding for some 
time. Law centres are anxious to present 
an image of radical community con- 
sciousness. Blacks faced with a very 
different reality may be excused for 
forming a different view. Some law 
centres have adopted rigid closed-door 
referral systems under which designated 
referral agencies sift cases that the law 
centres are prepared to take on, so access 
direct to the law centre is denied. This 
practice, of its nature, tends to dis- 
criminate against blacks. The vast majority 
of law centres have adopted recruitment 
policies whose emphasis on the self- 
servicing all-round case worker, has 
provided a model more suited to the 
mobile, white degree-holding middle- 
classes, than the community-based black 
worker with secretarial or other skills. 
This, combined with a consistent refusal 
to adopta policy of positive discrimination 
in employment, has led to few black 
workers actually having found employ- 
ment in law centres. Black workers find 
only too often that their quaiifications 
are not ‘appropriate’, their experience not 
‘relevant’. The law centre movement has 
consistently supported chambers of 
young radical barristers; its record of 
neglect of the developing black bar 
however, is nothing short of shameful. 
Management Committees of law centres 
also have persistently failed to reflect the 


ethnic make-up of the communities from 
which they were supposedly drawn. 

These factors have led towards increas- 
ing scepticism amongst blacks as to the 
role of law centres and the service they 
perform in the community. This is 
reinforced by the attitude of some white 
workers who combine a rigid class analysis 
that takes no account of race, with a 
victim-centered paternalistic view of 
blacks. This causes them to recoil in 
horror from the self assertive/black- 
community-based worker who makes 
demands on the system which supposedly 
is making available scarce legal resources 
to the communities. Blacks at Hammer- 
smith have been labelled ‘‘Macho’’ and 
“threatening and aggressive’’ for exhibiting 
such characteristics; another former law 
centre worker in London was publicly 
nick-named “Idi Amin’’ for daring to 
challenge current law centre orthodoxy. 

Clearly some white workers in law 
centres need to free themselves of their 
own internalised racism before being 
able to play a constructive role in. the 
struggle against racism. The Law Centre 
Federation’s decision to hold a public 
enquiry into the relationship between 
blacks and law centres is a welcome one. 
A word of warning, however, unless it 
reflects a genuine commitment to achieve 
change, rather than simply a desire to 
save face, it will be just another empty 
gesture.

PROMOTE awareness among Christians of the 

dangers of fascism and the threats presented by 

fascist organisations; 

ASSIST the development of local Christian initia- 

tives aimed at reducing the effectiveness of fascist 

propaganda; 

ENCOURAGE church leaders to oppose at national 

level the divisive policies and activities of organi- 

sations such as the National Front; 

CO-OPERATE with other initiatives aimed at 

promoting racial justice and opposing fascism. 

Since 1978 the need for sustained and informed 
opposition to racism and fascism in our society has 
become even clearer.
